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Terminal Leave 
Deadline Near, 
Warns Caldwell

The many veterans who have 
not yet applied for terminal 
leave pay for enlisted service 
d u r I n g World War II were 
warned1 today by ,T. G. Caldwell. 
director of the Torrance Area 
Veterans Service Center that 
only a short time remains for 
the filing of applications.

August 31, 1948, is the dead­ 
line for filing these claims, and 
Caldwell urged that all veter­ 
ans who have not yet done so 
arrange to file their applications 
immediately because of the pos­ 
sibility that the lack of certain 
vital information may cause do- 
lays.

Former enlisted men are en­ 
titled to pay in the grade held 
at the time of discharge for all 
furlough time which they did 
not receive while in the service. 
The applicant may receive* the 
pay either in cash or govern­ 
ment bonds.

Survivors of deceased service­ 
men and guardians of incom­ 
petent veterans also are eligible 
to apply.

The application forms and full 
information regarding computa­ 
tion of unused furlough time 
may be obtained at the Tor­ 
rance Area Veterans Service 

' Center, located at 1339 Post ave.
Caldwell pointed out that vet­ 

erans and their dependents may 
receive advice and assistance 
with regard to all veterans' 
rights and benefits at the local 
office, and no charge is ever 
made for this service.

New Santa Fe 
Streamliners 
Double Service

Santa Po Railway's deluxe 
, Diesel-powered streamliners, the 
Super Chief and El Capltan, 
now operating on alternate days 
between Los Angeles and Chi­ 
cago, will go into dally service 
effective Feb. 29, it wa» an­ 
nounced today by Fred G. GUI- 
ley, president.

Present running time of 39 
hours and 45 minutes between 
the two cities will remain in 
effect. The Super Chief's daily 
departure time from Los Ange­ 
les will be 8 p.m., as at pre­ 
sent, but El Capltan's daily de­ 
parture time will be changed to 
1:30 p.m.

The now arrangement, doub­ 
ling service to and from Califor­ 
nia on these famous trains, 
was made possible by delivery 
to Santa Fe of latest-type light­ 
weight equipment which has 
been on order for several years, 
Ourley said.

The daily Super Chief will be 
an all-room train with room­ 
ettes for' individuals, bedroom- 
compartment suites, drawing 
roorn-compartment suites and 
drawing room-bedroom suites 
providing more spacious accom­ 
modations for family and other- 
groups.

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EXTENSION OF WATER LINE 
IN NORTH TORRANCE SEEN 
AS SUFFICIENT PIPE FOUND

Sufficient pipe <o solve the. Immediate witter problems of 11 
portion of North Torrnnre has been located on the market und 
Manager W. H. Stanifer, of the water districts, will nsk for 
permission to buy the material rtt once.

Stanger said that some 12,1)00 feet of pipe hud been found,
and that in order to meet the* 
needs of the residents near 
182nd street and Prairie avenue, 
where wells are nearly dry. some 
6,000 feet of pipe will" be needed. 
The pipe will substitute for that 
already on order1 for delivery in 
1949, which when received will 
go on the general stock pile.

The City Council, sitting as a 
Board of Directors of tho three 
municipal water districts, recent­ 
ly ruled that no further subdi­ 
vision development can be ap­ 
proved until water pip" prob­ 
lems are cleared through Man 
ager Stanger.' The manager had 
pointed out that failure of sub- 
dividers to determine whether or 
not the water districts can fur­ 
nish pipe prior to starting deve­ 
lopment had caused a drain on 
supply and considerable incon 
venlence both to the water dis­ 
tricts and the subdividcr.s.

City Administrator Geoige W. 
Stevens will consult with Man­ 
ager Stanger on the various 
problems, it was decided.

The central district is prepar­ 
ing plans for a new water well 
In the vicinity cf Torrance ball 
park, the cost of which is esti­ 
mated at about $25,000, and tho 
cost of changing over electric- 
power on present wells through­ 
out the area from 50 to GO 
cycle is being considered.

In a general statement re­ 
garding the problems of the wa­ 
ter district, Stanger, in a letter 
to the directors, said:

"I am writing this report to 
try to make you understand 
why a head of a department 
blows his top at times and is 
ready to give up and let some­ 
one else try to cope with tho 
problems of running a depart­ 
ment efficiently, so that we 
won't? have to beg for bond is­ 
sues,-to maintain a water supply 
for the people of Torrance.

"I have been on this job for 
11 years and my ambition was 
to give the people an honest ad­ 
ministration, tho employees a 
sense of security, an opportun­ 
ity to advance, to bo treated like 
human beings rather than a 
number on the payroll, so they
would have a ;if human
dignity that comes from feeling 
that their work is useful to so­ 
ciety as a whole.

"There have boon many ob­ 
stacles thrown in our' way in 
the past and wo have been able 
to hurdle them and go on our 
way. In tho last few years we 
have met with difficulties that 
have boon hard to overcome, 
hut wo have tried to go along 
and take thorn in our stride.

"Following are just a few ex­ 
amples of what the Water De­ 
partments have boon faced with 
in the last few years:

"No. 1 We build up a reserve 
for future development and the 
Council takes it to finance 
tho City without paying interest 
or paying back the loan in full, 
so that the planning in the 
Water Department can be fin­ 
anced.

"No. 2 We are or are not 
under Civil Service and, whon a 
new employee is wanted, we an
forced to take 
laid-off list of

him the
tho City and

when ho gets to a point whore 
he is of Homo valuo to tho Water 
Department, the City recalls him 
and the Water Department has 
to go through all the rod tapo 
again.

"No. 3- The Planning Com­ 
mission and City Council put 
Lholr O.K. on new subdivisions 
without consulting the Water 
Department as the the possi­ 
bility of getting water service 
for tho contemplated new sub­ 
division!). Tho first we k n o \v 
about them is when we see I hem 
listed in the Torrance Herald. 
The promise on materials for 
water lines nowadays is from K
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to 18 months arid the subdivid 
ers are left out on a limb.

"No. -I The City creates now 
water districts and tells the 
Water Department to operate 
them, without, any finances 
whatsoever, not realizing the 
amount, of work and expense in­ 
volved In setting up a water de­ 
partment to comply with the 
auditor's strict requirements. 
We have takon over two new 
water districts and, fortunately, 
WP have kept all throe district;! 
on the black side of the books.

"No. 5 The Walteria District 
is like No Man's Land. Fifty 
per cent of the water mains are 
on private property and of very 
poor construction. Streets and 
alleys are not graded, or even 
surveyed, so that lines can be 
run on City property. People 
demand that lines be taken off 
their property, but there is no 
place to put them.

"No. 6 An engineering firm is 
employed to plan and install th< 
new water districts, but the 
Water Department crew has to 
handle all of the pipe and fit­ 
tings for the new system and 
this takes a lot of time and 
hard work.

"The Water Department must 
operate 365 days a year and 
when meter reading days fall on 
n holiday, Saturday or Sunday, 
the field crow must work on 
those days. The office fore e 
must work on motor reading 
days and whon the first of the 
month falls on Saturday and 
Sunday, the office force must 
work. Our pumps and wel's 
must bo taken care of evory day 
if we are1 to keep water in the 
linos. Wo operate under differ­ 
ent conditions than rnont of the 
City departments Wo must do 
the Water Department work 
first and then take a little time 
for home life and recreation. The 
whole crew is subject to call 
24 hours a day and go out in 
all kinds of weather and repair- 
broken services, mains and hyd­ 
rants, whether it bo night or 
day, hot or cold, raining or dry, 
In the office the books must 
balance every night and at the 
ond of the month before the 
bills are put in the mail.

"Our polfcy has boon to work 
as a family and wo have tried 
to keep a good, clean record of 
all water departments. Wo have 
no secrets in the Water Depart­ 
ment, Tho business of the dist­ 
ricts is talked over with all of 
the employees, so that they un­ 
derstand the budgeting as well 
as the field work. Wo have 
worked together as friends in 
the Water Department and we 
believe in treating people like 
human beings.

"In tho following report, you 
must keep in mind that at no 
time have wo had over seven 
employees in tho field and most 
of the time four. In tho offico 
wo got along with one employee 
until all tho books wore trans­ 
ferred to the Water Department 
office and then wo added an- 

or girl and, with the addi­ 
tional work and subdivisions, it 
was necessary to employ an- 
:>th(T girl.

"A normal year in the
Department consists of

cleaning, repairing and reading 
motors, operating pumping 
plants etc.

Metropolitan 
Starts Second 
Softening Unit

To finance the expansion of 
(ho softening and filtration 
plant operated n.s a part of tho 
Colorado river aqueduct system, 
I he Board of Directors of the 
Metropolitan Water District has 
accepted the bid of the Bank 
of America for the purchase of 
$ 1,000,000 In district bonds.

The Bank of America was the 
highest of .six sealed bids opened 
at a meeting of the District 
Board. The successful bidder 
was awarded a. bid to buy the 
bonds at. par value plus nerruerl 
interest at an Interest rate of 
9, "< percent and with n. prem­ 
ium of $85,209.

Sale of the Water District 
bonds follows action of the 
Board last week in awarding a 
contract for the construction of 
a second unit at its softening 
and filtration plant at La Verne. 
The new unit will double the 
capacity of the plant and will 
permit the softening and filtra­ 
tion of Colorado river water at 
the rate of more than 200,000,- 
000 gallons per day. Work on 
the construction of the new 
plant will be rushed forward 
with all possible speed, accord­ 
ing to Julian ' Hinds, general 
manager and chief engineer of 
the Water District. He stated 
that the 21 cities within the 
Metropolitan Water District will 
be using twice as much Colo­ 
rado river water in 1948 as they 
did last year.

Increase In 
Disabiity 
Claims Noted

There has been a definite in­ 
crease in the number of now 
disability insurance claims filed 
through the Long Beach Dis­ 
trict Disability Insurance offico 
of the California Department of 
Employment, according to V. L. 
Hetzol, manager. Contributory. 
factors are illness cases aris­ 
ing from the recent and con­ 
tinuing int'Hionza epidemic a* 
well as tho various pulmonary 
disorders usually apparent at 
this time of year.

This upswing in disability 
claims filed by ill and injured 
worker's is, furthermore, a na­ 
tural result of amendments to 
tho California Unemployment In­ 
surance Act which became ef­ 
fective Jan. 1 of this year. Ap­ 
plications for sickness benefits 
indicate, says Hotzel, that work­ 
ers are generally appreciative 
of such recent liberalizations of 
the law as permit thorn to be 
paid for each day of disability 
beyond the 7-day waiting per­ 
iod.

Other program changes, de­ 
signed to simplify tho filing of 
a disability claim for tho work­ 
er as we.ll as tu increase the 
scope of potential benefits, pel   

an additional week's lati- 
x> in filing time, with 28 

days instead of 21 days to be 
allowed before an application 
must bo filed after tho start 
of tho disability. Maximum 
weekly awards have boon 
boosted from $20 to $25 weekly.

Hetzol reports that the Long 
Beach District Disability Insur­ 
ance office paid $214,715 to dis­ 
abled workers during tho month 
of January. Of local Interest is 
the fact that approximately $21,- 
471 of this entire amount was 
received by claimants in tho Re-
domlo Beach-South Bay area. Re-
